HOW TO READ THIS REPORT

The Teacher Preparation Report Card contains four (4) domains:

To date, data has not
been collected for the Satisfaction domain, so it will be unscored this
year. A provider must have at least ten total completers and must
generate a score on at least one half of the metrics in each domain in
order to generate an overall performance category rating.

Providers are awarded a performance category based on their ability
to successfully prepare Tennessee educators. This is calculated
using the percentage of points earned across all metrics. Category 1
represents the lowest performance, and Category 4 represents the

highest performance.

If the provider scores at or above the target, all
possible points are awarded.

If the provider scores within the shaded range, it earns a proportional
share of the points available.
